SEOUL YOUTHS DEMONSTRATE DURING BUSH VISIT 
SK280037 Pyongyang KCNA in English 2218 GMT 27 Apr 82 


[Text] Pyongyang, 28 Apr (KCNA)--Hundreds of youths staged a demonstration 
on April 26 in Seoul against the Chon Tu-hwan fascist clique, according to a 
foreign press report. 


in the evening more than 2,000 youths held a meeting at a Roman Catholic 
Cathedral in the heart of Seoul for supporting the righteous action of Priest 
Cho Ki-sik of the Wonju Roman Catholic Parish and protesting against the Chon 
fu-hwan fascist cliques brutal persecution of the priest on charges of pro- 
tection of patriotic students and people who set fire to the "American Cul- 
tural Centre” in Pusan. 


When the meeting ended hundreds of young ,eole, some of them students, moved 
outside and began shouting such slogans as “down with fascism." Riot police 
moved in, the foreign press report said, a confrontation occurred between 
demonstrators and riot police, and were seen taking in a number of demon- 
strators. 


Paying attention to the fact that the demorstration took place when U.S. 
Vice President Bush was in Seoul, the report said: 


"Much interest centered, however, on his first-hand exposure to such issues 
as human rights and political development in South Korea." 


A group of South Koreans including some critical of the Cho Tu-hwan puppet 
government and U.S. policy met Bush that day and told him that "U.S. Govern- 
ment officials should not listen only to South Korean Government officials 
on such questions as human rights.”

REPORTS OF U.S. FLAG-BURNING IN S. KOREA NOTED

[Text] Pyongyang, 26 Apr (KCNA)--Japanese papers April 24 gave extended co- 
verage to news of the struggle of students of Kangwon University, South Korea, 
who staged a demonstration burmingthe U.S. flag and scattering anti-U.S., 
anti-"government™ leaflets, according to a KNS report. 


ASAHI SHIMBUN carried a report from its Seoul correspondent under the head- 
line “Anti-U.S. Students Burn the Stars and Stripes". It said that the 

South Korean fascist clique arrested 4 students allegedly involved in the 
anti-U.S. struggle that took place at Kangwon University and made arrangements 
for the search of three others. 


The leaflets so far scattered at the university contained anti-U.S. slogans. 
But this was the first time the stars and stripes was set to fire. It greatly 
shocked the "government" authorities. 


According to a police investigation, a student surnamed Yi and others sprayed 
gasoline over the stars and stripes and lighted it at around 12:40 on 

April 22, calling upon fellow students through a loudspeaker on the third 
floor of the student hall of Kangwon University to rise in struggle. 


Written in more than 200 anti-U.S. leaflets were "We deny the present system," 
"Yankees, go home," "We praise the burning of the American Cultural Centre 
in Pusan" and "Oppose the 1988 Seoul Olympiad.” 


YOMIURI SHIMBUN, MAINICHI SHIMBUN, SANKEI SHIMBUN and NIHON KEIZAI SHIMBUN 
also conveyed a JIJI report from Seoul on the struggle of Kangwon University 


Noting that "This is the incident that took place after the statement of the 
Korea Christian Action Organization of South Korea was made public in support 
of the acson at the American Cultural Centre in Pusan, and is the first in- 
stance of burning the stars and stripes since the Korean War," the paper paid 
attention to the anti-U.S. struggle of students.

iver 200 students and citizens attended the symposium which was held under 

the sponsorship of five organisations, namely, the "South Korean Students 
Society,” the “Oriental Students Union,” the branch of the “Amnesty Interna- 
tional”, the “Asian-Pacific Line Law Students Society” and the “Asian-American 
Study Centre” at the Washington State University. 


\ddressing the symposium, a lawyer of the United States, said that today more 
people are detained and tortured in South Korea than under the rule of former 
dictator, and that this is not because of the so-called “threat from the 
North” nor for economic development, but because vf the rulers fear of the 
people. 


The speakerwenton: The method of controlling people under the pretext of 
“threat from outside” neans the end of freedom from its beginning. 


Saying that there is no foreign troops or nuclear weapons in the North of 
Korea, whereas there are over 40,000 U.S. troops and a large number of nuclear 
weapons in South Korea, the speaker stressed that for defence of human rights 
in South Korea and peace, North-South reunification must be realized and the 
U.S. troops occupying South Korea and nuclear weapons be immediately withdrawn.

[Text] Pyongyang, 22 Apr (KCNA)--NODONG SINMUN April 21 carried an article 

on the second anniversary of the massive violent struggle waged by coal miners 
in Chongson District, South Korean Kangwon Province, against exploitation and 
oppression by the puppet rulers and for attainment of the right to existence 
and democratic freedom. 


The author of the article says that the struggle of the coal miners in Chong- 
son District was an eruption of the pent-up grievances and resentment at the 
"Yusin" fascist dictatorship which had stamped out democratic freedom, threat- 
ening their right to existence for a long period.

Action Organization" [KCAO], a joint organisation of Catholicism and Protest- 
antism in South Korea, issued a statement on April 17, defending the patriotic 
act of students in setting fire to the "American Cultural Centre." 


ASAHT SHIMBUN, MAINICHI SHIMBUN, YOMIURI SHIMBUN and other Japanese papers and 
foreign news agencies gave prominence to the gist of the anti-U.S. statement, 
paying deep attention to it signed by 42 priestsand pastors including Roman 
Catholic Bishop Chi Hak-sun. 


According to them, the "Korea Christian Action Organization" in South Korea, 

in its statement, strongly demanded that "the United States should look 
straight at the growing distrust of the South Korean people in its South Korean 
policy and recall Ambassador Walker and Commander Wickham" and sharply de- 
nounced the outbursts of the present U.S. ambassador in Seoul and the command- 
er of the U.S. imperialist aggression forces occupying South Korea who in- 
sultingly drivelled that "the South Koreans are yet unfit for democracy" and 
“the South Korean anti-institutional personages and student-demonstrators 

are hooligans." 


Pointing out that the United States forced the South Korean puppets to pur- 
chase large quantities of U.S. grain at the sacrifice of the South Korean 
peasants, the statement called for a re-examination of the South Korean re- 
lations with the United States.

[Text] Latest reports confirm what many observers of North Korea have known 
for some time: that the North Koreans have established their own Gulag, the 
worst of its kind in all repressive totalitarian societies. Those familiar 
with the Korean scene as well as we in South Korea are hardly surprisid by 
by the existence of such an institution in that land of terror and atrocity. 
But the revelation of the extreme misery and inhumanity prevailing there is 
still, nonetheless, shocking and distressing. 


Summary executions, torture and slave labor on a starvation diet ar ‘he o der 
of the day in those concentration camps. They surpass the lurid \ g are ipe- 
lago as described by A. I. Solzhenitsyn. We believe in the innatc ve::’, o of 
communism for that sort of violence and indignity done to the fundamentai rights 
and decency of man and to his civilization. Nonetheless, the depotism of 
Pyongyang comes out at the top of all communist or other regimented nations. 


Early reports this week said that at least 105,000 North Koreans are being 
held in camps as ideological offenders. The existence of these camps was 
disclosed in a recent interview with three North Korean defectors and well- 
informed North Korea watchers here. The difficult job of checking the exis- 
tence of the camps was made possible by the aid of the defectors and with 
information derived from American aerial reconnaissance. Eight major camps 
for political offenders have been located in addition to 25 separate conven- 
tional prisons for ordinary criminals. 


Interned in the concentration camps are those “counterrevolutionaries and 
reactionaries" singled out as “especially dangerous" from the ranks of the 
"hostile" group which accounts for nearly one-third of North Korea's 18 mil- 
lion population. It represents one of the three categories of North Koreans 
that is classified as disloyal and undesirable to the regime. 


The political and ideological prisoners include a number of former (North) 
Korean Workers Party leaders and high Pyongyang government officials purged 
by Kim Il-song. They are branded as "factionists”" comprising "“antiparty 
elements, wicked landowners or collaborators with Japan. Many religious 











leaders are among them. Others are from families whose members fled to 
South Korea in search of freedom. In most cases the families of “prominent"™ 
offeaders are also confined in the concentration camps. 


The ruling apparatus of communist North Korea holds a tight rein on its entire 
population mainly through an extensive, close-knit surveillance network 
composed of five-family units with a “guidance wor.er”" (informer) assigned 


to each one. He operates under the jurisdiction of the Ministry of National 
Political Security. 


In actual fact, the length and breadth of the northern part of the Korean penin- 


sula is a large concentration camp in itself. Be they inside the camps or 
outside them, all North Koreans are subjected to an intensive and suffocating 
system of suppression and indoctrination aimed at perpetuating the lunatic 
edifice of Kim Il-song's dictatorship. As things stand, there seems to be no 
end to the darkest tunnel in sight. 


The reign of terror and violence is a sign of the fragile integration and 
cohesiveness of the North Korean society. In desperation the aging Kim Il- 
song is holding fast to his perverted regime of communism that deprives its 
people of both bread and freedom. He might do well to open up the North 
Korean society even a little and make life there less unbearable.

PREPAREDNESS AGAINST NOK SH'S SPIES URGED

[Text] The roundup of 18 North Korean spies operating in three groups in our 
midst this week again brings home to the minds of our fellow citizens the need 
for constant wariness of an vigilance over continuing communist campaigns for 
infiltration and subversion. There seems to be no sign of the espionage 
apparatus in Pyongyang letting up its underhanded offensive against the 
Republic of Korea. 


The spy-eaboteur rings uncovered by the Agency for National Security Planning 
were based respectively in Seoul-Andong, Pohang and Singapore. The largest 
group headed by An Sung-yun engaged in construction business had been active 
in Seoul and Andong for as long as 25 years. An and his auxiliaries used 

a rice store and a small enterprise as their front for offering hideouts to 
spies and handling operational funds. 


The second ring based in Pohang was led by Kim Chun-po, sailor, who was re- 
cruited and trained by North Koreanagents in Japan, had been acting as a 
contact for a Japan-based North Korean network for some 15 years to deliver 
intelligence on local industrial and military facilities. 


The third, Kim Sang-ho was recruited by the North Korean mission in Singa- 
pore when he was working on a construction contract there last year. He has 
since been collecting and providing information on the economy and industry 
of South Korea. 


Familiar tactics of communist North Korean espionsge operations which have been 
discovered in the course of investigation have two distinct features. The 

one is to make use of South Koreans who collaborated with the communist re- 
gime during the Korean war and went over to North Korea. They are given in- 
tensive ideological and technical training in the mission of spying and sub- 
version. 


‘then, they are sneaked into South Korea to contact their relatives and ac- 
quaintances for brain washing and enticing the latter into their red embrace. 
These dispatched agents and locally converted collaborators and sympathizers 
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are planted in various sectors of our society in various disguises. Another 
technique is to have Pyongyang’s secret agents on the staff of its diplomatic 
or commercial missions overseas approach, bribe and blackmail South Koreans 
employed or traveling abroad. 


As the latest clampdowns on the three espionage rings and the recent burning 
of the American Cultural Center in Pusan by a clique of leftist activists in- 
dicate, North Korea is going all out to undermine the domestic tranquility 
and peace here, while disturbing the friendly relations between this republic 
and the United States.

[Text] Seoul, 16 Apr (YONHAP)--Lester B. Bird, Antigua and Barbuda's deputy 
prime minister and minister of foreign affairs, economic development, tourism 
and energy, expressed his government's "full support" Friday for South Korea's 
efforts for peaceful unification, including President Chon Hu-hwan's January 22 
peace formula. 


“Any efforts for unification or reconciliation will be strongly supported by 
my government. Specifically, we respect the proposal made by the Korean 
president and support his effort and approach to reconciliation through peace- 
ful means and coexistence,” he said here at a press conference prior to his 
departure. 


Bird arrived here April 12 for a five-day visit at the invitation of Foreign 
Minister No Sin-yong. He paid courtesy calls on Chon and Prime Minister Yu 
Chang-sun and visited frontline areas, including the truce village of Pan- 
munjom, as well as a couple of industrial complexes. 


Saving that his country always appreciates those who seek to use negotiations 
and an attitude of reconciliation as a means of solving problems, Bird said: 
"We look forward to supporting South Korea in its efforts to push forward 
this reconciliation program." 


"Perhaps, with the support of many countries such as mine,” he went on, "it 
may be possible to persuade North Korea that this is the route to go in 
solving this problem." 

Noting that this was his first overseas trip since the Caribbean nation be- 
came independent November 1, 1981, Bird said Third World countries, including 
Antigua and Barbuda, look at Korea as an example for industrial development. 
Bird said he hoped for more exchanges between government and trade leaders of 


the two countries in the future.

COUNTRY READY TO EXCHANGE MAIL WITH N. KOREA

[Text] The modernization of communications services continues, with emphasis 
on improving postal services this year. 


The government is even ready to exchange mail with North Korea, if the Pyong- 
yang regime in the North accepts the Republic of Korea proposal for such an 
exchange. 


Ministry of Communications officials say the communications services will be 
so improved that they can contribute to the successful holding of the 
Olympics in Seoul in 1988. Seoul was awarded the games in an International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) meeting held in Baden-Baden, West Germany, last Sep- 
tember. 


At least one more ground station is expected to be built and ready for use in 
satellite relay communications by the time of the 1988 Olympics. Two such 
ground stations are now in operation. 


The telephone service will continue to be improved this year. As part of the 
effort, 1,120,000 lines will be newly added to the telephone circuits in the 
nation's cities. Officials say preparations are under way to develop a 
facsimile line system. 


Television programs may be aired beginning next year using a multiplevoice 
broadcasting method, official say. 


Efforts will continue this year to solve the television reception troubles 
experienced in some areas of the country, according to them. And by 1986, 
the problem should be solved completely. 


Following are the features of the communications improvements already imple- 
mented earlier this year or planned for implementation during the rest of 
the year. 


ln populous areas, interested people will be allowed to offer postal services 
in department stores, markets, hotels and apartment complexes with licenses 
from the ministry. Those managing the services will be given a salary from 
the government. 
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Officials say licensing civilians to offer postal services will help the 
government economize on its budget. 


The postal service system for handling civil requests for licenses and 
certificates is now used by the Ministry of Home Affairs. Twenty-seven 
more government ministries and agencies are expected to use the svstem 
beginning July 1. 


Under the system, people can mail their civil requests to involved government 
offices. The licenses or certificates requested will be sent to the re- 
questers through the postal service by the involved government offices. This 
means people need not go to the government offices to submit their request and 
to receive the requested licenses or certificates. 


The domestic speedpost service was expanded two days ago to include 11 more 
cities. Until then, 13 cities had benefited from the service since it was 
inaugurated last October. 


Letters, business documents and samples of drafts, books and commercial ad- 
vertisements are banded for speedy delivery to their destination under the 
service. Such items, discluding letters, can also be sent by parcel post under 
the same service. 


items arriving at a post office by speedpost during the morning will be de- 
livered to their destinations during the afternoon of the same day. Items 
accepted at a post office during the afternoon for speedpost delivery will 
reach their destinations during the morning of the next day. 


Korea also has international speedpost operations with foreign countries. 


The International Postal Insurance Service will also be expanded. Under this 
service, such items as jewels and securities will be insured against missing 
or damage during transit. 


Postage stamps printed in six colors are expected to be issued beginning in 
lune for the first time in the country. Necessary printing equipment is to 
be imported next year. 


Ihe International Money Order Service will be expanded. By the end of this 
vear, the country is expected to offer this service in 19 foreign areas. 
rea is now operating the service with 15 foreign countries. 


(he domestic money order service will be gradually expanded. Using an on- 
line system for the service is being considered. 


\ savings account can now be opened at post offices. The account service 
was initiated last February 1. The deposit in an account can be withdrawn 
on advance notice. A similar savings account system is to be inaugurated in 
December exclusively for farmers and industrial workers. 


Postcards carrying business advertisements may be sold in the future. Busi- 
nesses will have to pay a fee for putting their advertisements on postcards. 
come of the revenue from these fees will be used to produce postcards, offi- 
ils say.

Telephones will be supplied to new subscribers. Officials estimate that 
the number of telephone owners will increase to 10.4 per 100 people by the 
end of this year. The rate was 8.9 at the end of last year. 


intercity telephone systems involving operators have been gradually replaced 
by direct dial operations. 


More foreign countries soon will be able to be called by direct dialing. Be- 
ginning next year, direct dial calls to 24 countries, including Canada, 
Australia, Indonesia, Saudi Arabia and West Germany, will be possible, offi- 
cials Say. 


They say more than 1,000 telephoneless primary schools in provincial areas will 
be supplied with telephones by the end of this year. Some of the schools are 
in remote areas and on islands. 


A data communications corporation is expected to be inaugurated in Seoul soon, 
possibly next week. Preparations have almost been completed for the inaugur- 
ation. The corporation is to be operated with a capital of 5,980 million 
won. The capital investment will include 2 billion won from the Korea Tele- 
communication Authority. The rest will come from 25 private companies.

From the outset of their conflict on how to operate the panel session scheduled 
to last from Tuesday until tommorrow, it appears that they were embroiled 

in disagreement over what to do about trivial things instead of falling back 

on the lack of compromise for solution of substantial issues. 


A point at stake is that the Democratic Korea Party (DKP) strongly called for 
the presence of Seoul city officials in the house panel meeting for testimony 
on the collapse of a Seoul subway construction site and the immediate refusal 
of the majority Democratic Justice Party (DJP) to accept the offer. 


The DJP's position is that as the home affairs committee dealt with the causes 
of the accident and the progress of the recovery work fully in its session last 
week, testimony by the same officials before the panel would be of Little 
avail. 


[he dispute took a turn for the worse with the DKP members on the construction 
committee boycotting the panel meeting Tuesday. It has caused relations be- 
tween political parties to undergo a showdown, wittingly or unwittingly. 


Their efforts to open the session Wednesday also failed. This time, the 
majority DJP side, aligned with the Korea National Party and lawmakers of 
the Parliamentary Fraternity Group, did not attend the meeting. 


The DJP took issue with the DKP's absence from Tuesday's meeting and clari- 
fied its stance that unless the DKP made an open apology for its boycott, the 
DJP was determined to adjourn the session. 


The floor leaders of the political parties resumed their meetings Thursday 
but their efforts to reconcile their discrepant views also fizzled out. 








They just agreed to postpone the convocation of the panel indefinitely, con- 
tributing to an impression that both sides have little interest in the busi- 
ness to be tackled in the meeting. 


The DKP insists that it can see no reason at all to make an open apology as 
the DJP has requested. 


The rival parties are now passing the buck to each other for failure to hold 
the house panel session aS agreed earlier. They thought the meetings were 
necessary to show the people that the assembly was really doing something in 
the interest of the people. 


The function of the economy-science committees nine-man subpanel, which has 

barely succeeded in working out a report on its investigation in connection 
with the foreign rice import scandal, attested to how hard it is to narrow 

wide gaps in opinions between the rival parties. 


The DKP failed to sell the DJP on its idea in seeking mutually acceptable 
compromise terms in drafting the report and vice versa. Their final accord 
on a single report was a result of weary negotiations held on 18 different 
occasions. 


The majority party, as its floor leader Rep Yi Chong-chan suggested, is cau- 
tiously recorsidering the modus operandi in running the standing committee 
sessions. 


It pinpointed the cases of the nine-man subpanel and the construction com 
mittee, which the DJP said had resulted in escalating confrontation instead 
of carving out their different ideas. It even believes that the home affairs 
committee actually did nothing substantial. 


[he party is moving to rectify problems that took place in bipartisan con- 
tacts in convening the standing committee sessions.

GOVERNMENT, DJP AGREE ON SUBSTANTIAL MORAL REFORM DRIVE

[Text] The government and the ruling Democratic Justice Party (DJP) agreed 
yesterday to avoid what they called uniform enlightenment or heteronomy in 
lzunching the ongoing drive to change the people's attitudes and values. 


Emerging from a policy coordination meeting held for three hours and a half 

at the prime minister's residence at Samchong-dong in Seoul, Minister of 
State for Political Affairs Chong Chong-taek said it was agreed that the drive 
should be launched in a substantial manner to penetrate the consciousness of 
the people. 


Chong who serves as a pipeline between the government and the DJP said that 
“uniformity and formality" will be avoided and priority will be given to 
seminars, education and person-to-person guidance, so that national consen- 
sus may be formed on the drive. 


Briefing reporters on the result of the meeting, the minister said that 
dignitaries in all walks of life will be asked to spearhead the movement "to 
prevent it from fizzling out." 


It was resolved at that meeting that public opinions will be polled and in- 
terim assessments will be made on a regular basis to carry on the movement 
continuously, he said. 


Seoul Mayor Pak Yong-su reported the meeting onhow to cope with the recent 
cave-in at a Seoul subway construction site, he revealed. 


The minister quoted Pak as saying he will endeavor to ensure that swift re- 
evaluation will be made and similar occurrences will be precluded. 


Full preparations will be taken against the forthcoming rainy season and 
safety checks will be strengthened in completing the work on the subway be- 
fore the end of 1984, he quoted Pak as saying. 


The Seoul mayor called upon the central government to secure 176.7 billion 
won needed for the subway construction, he noted. 
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The DJP side urged the government to take measures designed to stimulate 
economic activities without hampering price stabilization, Chong said. 


The government and the DJP resolved not to reduce the national budget for this 
year for no inevitable reason and to formulate a supplementary budget bill 
pending the collection of tax revenues, he said. 


They also concluded that wisdom should be pooled on a supraparisan basis in 
working out measures intended to overcome the present economic difficulty, 


rm said. 


At the meeting, the government was represented by Prime Minister Yu Chang-sun, 
Minister of Home Affairs So Chong-hwa, Minister of Justice Yi Chong-won, 
Minister of Finance Na Ung-pae, Minister Chong and other relevant officials.

[Text] Ulsan, Korea, 21 Apr (YONHAP)--South Korean Deputy Premier and Economic 
Planning Minister Kim Chun-song said here Tuesday that the government plans to 
revise the prices of oil derivatives and petrochemical products in the near 
future. 


Kim made the remarks in a meeting with representatives from petrochemical 
concerns housed in the Ulsan industrial complex, some 320 km southeast of 
Seoul, and added that the revisions are designed to correct the present price 
disproportion among oil products and petrochemical ones. 


The top South Korean economic policy-maker also confirmed that the government 
will announce measures to support the sluggish petrochemical industry. 


The measures will be made on the basis of comparative superiority, emphasiz- 
ing the competitive muscle of Korean products on the internationil market, 
according to Kim. 


When asked about the local naphtha price, Kim replied, "In light of the down- 
ward price movement of naphtha on the international market, the domestic 
prices of naphtha should also be lowered. Before resolving the matter, how- 
ever, such fundamental factors as the import of cheaper crude oil and the 
deregulation of domestic oil prices should be considered." 


He also revealed that the government might increase tariff rates on imported 
petrochemical products to protect the local industry. 


The deputy premier added that the tariff measures would be flexible because 
"excessive protection of domestic industries would hurt their competitive 


power in the long run.” 


At present, the Finance Ministry is working on large-scale tariff reforms.

PLANS TO CUT NONBANK FINANCIAL MART INTEREST RATES

|\Text] The interest rates on the nonbank financial market at home will be 
lowered by up to 1.5 percentage points effective tomorrow, the Ministry of 
Finance announced yesterday. 


Last time, those rates were cut concurrently with the slash in bank rates of 
interest taking effect on March 29. 


To be affected are the coupon rates of corporate bonds, the rates on the com 
merical paper issued by short-termfinance companies, investment firms" per- 
centage repurchase charges for beneficiary certificates and the yield rates 
in bond trading under repurchase agreement. 


In the past, the financial authorities usually readjusted the nonbank rates 
only as follow-through after similar steps were taken on bank rates. How- 
ever, no such coincident change in rank rates took place this time. 


The Finance Ministry said that they have taken steps to cut the coupon rate 
on corporate debentures by 0.5 percentage point from the current 18.0 percent 
to 17.5 percent. This decision was made by the consultative body of the local 
securities firms. 


In line with the coupon-rate cut, the basic rate for the bonds set by the 
government is to be trimmed from 18 percent plus or minus 2 percent to 17 
percent plus or minus 2 percent. 


The rate of short-term finance companies, meanwhile, will be slashed from 
the present 13 percent to 12.5 percent, in the case of the commercial bills 
of 60-to-90-day maturity. 


the investment return rates of repurchase-agreement bonds will also be lowered 
from the existing 13.5 percent to 12 percent in the case of 3l1-to-60-day 
maturity, from 15 percent to 13.5 percent in the case of 61 to 90 days and 
from 16 percent to 14.5 percent in the case of 91 days or longer. 


Along with the rate cuts, the Finance Ministry said that the investment trust 
companies wil] change the fees charged on repurchase of beneficiary certifi- 
cates. 
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At present, investors do not pay any fees if they resell 30 days or more after 
the date of purchase. But effective Monday, the minimum period necessary 
tor the fee exemption will be extended to two months, the ministry said. 


In addition, the fees will be changed from the present 0.3 percent to J.2 
percent in the case of seven-day-or-shorter resale and from 0.15 percent to 
0.2 percent in the case of seven to 29 days. A new 0.2 percent fee will be 
collected when investors resell the certificates in W days to less than two 
months. 


[he government's step to lower the nonbank interest rates is interpreted as 
efforts to catch up with the recent declining trend of market rates. 


For example, the coupon rate on corporate bonds has come down consecutively

[Text] Alarming was an incident five weeks ago in which a group of youths 
set fire to the American Cultural Center in Pusan and scattered anti-American 
leaflets, radical collegians largely affiliated with a school that used to be 
a protestant seminary.

related, there was an unfortunate development when a Catholic priest had to

Then it is of grave concern and embarrassment as well that, in a turn of sub- 
sequent events, an organization of dissident Christian clergy and laymen re- 
cently came out with a statement outrightly turned to anti-Americanism. 


Ihe statemen in the name of the Korea Christian Action Organization harshly 
criticized part of the present American administration's policy toward Korea, 
claiming that the fire in Pusan should be construed as an "explicit act" of 
antagonism against the United States, as was the case of an arson at the Ameri- 
can Cultural Center in Kwangju in 1980. 


What was more, it demanded that Washington recall Gen John A. Wickham, command- 
er of the U.S. Forces in Korea, and Ambassador Richard L. Walker for their 
remarks allegedly derogatory to Koreans and in view of "Korean people's grow- 
ing distrust” of U.S. policy on Korea. 


such anti-American calls contained in the lengthy statement, which was also

[fext] The unscrupulous move of a handful of Christian clerics and laymen to 
Suggest approval of the incendiarism at the American Cultural Center in Pusan 
and to imply a rising tide of anti-American sentiment here comes as a great 
shock. We feel bound to question the common sense as well as the professional 
credentials of these would-be leaders of our Christian community. 


For better or worse, if they ever believed in taking a stand and airing their 
opinion, they should have properly begun with an expression of even a modicum 
of self-reproach for the involvement of their colleague in helping to preci- 
pitate the lethal crime. But the activist Christian circle avoided doing so 
in striking contrast to lengthy insinuating remarks on "the background" that 
led to the unfortunate incident. 


To recapitulate, a statement issued early this week in the name of the Korea 
Christian Action Organization raised three main points: First, it is rightly 
construed as justification for the treasonous ring of youths who burned the 
American Cultural Center and agitated for anti-governmental and leftist cause. 


No matter what noble conviction or sound tenet might have inspired the terror- 
ist gang, its resort to violence and pro-communist sloganeering were the last 
thing that a conscientious and sane Christian could tolerate or endorse. Are 
those irregular Christians turning to a sort of liberation theology or what? 
Are they interested in being an instrument of subversion and revolution advo- 
cated by the enemy of our state and people? 


Secondly, the action group criticized the way the government is handling the 


case of Father Choe who was taken into custody on the charge of aiding the 

mastermind of the Pusan arson. From all available evidence it is clear that 
he played a part in hiding the culprit; therefore the pastor's detention is 
within the law. The action was taken against him as a citizen of Korea by 


law of the land. As such, it has nothing to do with his religious affiliation. 


If the Christian activists were to uphold natural law or canon law over and 
above the law of the land, they would find themselves denizens of a theocracy 








trom the dark ages. What is good for the church must also be good for the 
country. Its treedom and rights do not necessarily entail any privilege or 
sanctury for fugitives in defiance of the law and order of the society. 


To all appearances, the raid on the American Cultural Center in Pusan preceded 
by a similar one in Kwangju, was an isolated incident authored by a gang of 
leftist anti-government saboteurs. It does never reflect any appreciable 
anti-Americanism which is not in existence among the Koreans. The Christian 
group's statement on “mounting anti-American sentiment" and on the recall of 
American diplomatic and military representatives here was both incorrect and 
impertinent. 


We are pleased to learn the circle of dissident Christians represents not even 
a minority of the large Christian community of this country. Moreover, about 
20 attendees at the meeting were divided over the statement which was drafted 
and made public by radical members in the face of dissenters. The integrity 
and honor of our entire Chistian community will not be usurped by this overly 
politicized and activist coterie. 


Reactions are forthcoming to that presumptuous minority voice which seriously 
undermines the stability and unity of the nation and the vital bond of friend- 
ship between Korea and the United States. Many civic groups including church 
organizations came up to refute the irrelevent statement. Most Koreans do 

not think and feel in agreement with that small faction.

ROK-FRENCH FIRMS SIGN CONTRACT FOR NUCLEAR POWER PLANT EQUIPMENT 
Seoul HANJON in Korean 28 Feb 82 p 38 


[Article: "Signing of a Contract on Procurement of Secondary System Equipment 
for Nuclear Power Plants Nos. 9 and 10") 


[Text] A contract for the procurement of secondary system equipment for nuclear 
power plants Nos. 9 and 10 was signed between the Korea Electric Power Company and 
Alsthom Atlantique of France in a briefing room of the Yongdong main office at 
1130 hours on 15 February 1982. 


Under the contract signed by Casteran, a representative of Alsthom Atlantique, 
and Kim Son-ch'an, director of the Korea Electric Power Company, Alsthom 
Atlantique will be responsible for the procurement of secondary system equipment 
for nuclear power plants Nos. 9 and 10, for providing technological support at 
the job site and for the localization of equipment and materials. The contract 
amount is some $486 million. 


There were 6 bidders--Alsthom Atlantique of France, B.B.C. of Swiss, Westing- 
house and General Electric of the United States, G.E.C. of England and Mitsubishi 
of Japan. Our company selected Alsthom Atlantique out of these 6 firms from 

5 different countries in December last year for negotiations of first priority. 
Negotiations, which had been under way since then, finally led to the recent 
signing of the contract. It was disclosed that the signing of the recent 
contract with Alsthom Atlantique was attributed to two factors: 1) It is possible 
to finance projects with French export loans at low interest rates on a long- 
term basis, in addition to low costs; and 2) the management of projects will be 
made easy by placing orders for both primary and secondary system equipment to 
one and the same country, not to mention that the time to be spent on projects 
can be minimized. 


The condition attached by France to its export loans is an extremely favorable 
one; that is, repayment in 15 years, with a 7-year grace period, at an annual 
interest rate of 7.85 percent. 


The construction cost for Nos. 9 and 10 plants with pressurized light water 
reactors is estimated to be $3.36 billion. A contract for the supply of nuclear 
reactor system equipment was signed on 7 November 1980 with Pramaton [phonetic] 
of France. As of January 19°1, 6.53 percent of the construction projects on 

Nos. 9 and 10 plants was completed. The construction of both Nos. 9 and 10 
plants is scheduled to be completed in March 1988 and March 1989, respectively.

"YONHAP' ANALYZES BUSH VISIT TO SEOUL

[Text] Seoul, 27 Apr (YONHAP)--U.S. Vice President George Bush concluded his 
three-day visit to South Korea Tuesday, which marked the centennial of diplo- 
matic relations between Korea and the United States. 


His visit to Korea provided an opportunity for the two countries to reaffirm 
their traditional friendly ties and to commit themselves to maintain a "real 
partner ship™ in the next 100 years. 


Bush's visit was signficant in that the vice president was the highest offi- 
cial in the U.S. Government to visit Seoul since the inauguration of Korean 
President Chon Tu-hwan and it came at a time when bilateral relations could 
be improved, after an "uncomfortable period” in the 1970s. 


The Korean Government treated the vice president's visit with almost as much 
importance as a visit by President Reagan since Reagan has difficult travel- 
ing abroad because of his age. 


Reagan sent a personal letter to Chon with Bush, in which he emphasized the 
U.S. committment to the security of South Korea. 


During their meeting Monday, Chon and Bush took up a wide range of topics, 
including economic, diplomatic and military ones, with the aim of stepping 
up cooperation in those fields. 


However, the U.S. Vice President's Monday address to the National Assembly 
left some unanswered questions. He told the unicameral Korean parliament 
that "the United States will remain a power in Korea only as long as we are 
welcome. It is not our desire to dominate the noncommunist world, only to be 
a vital partner in it and to be a friend upon whom our friends can rely." 


Bush may have been alluding to the controversial anti-American statement by 
some local clergymen in connection with the recent arson at the American 
Cultural Center in Pusan. If so, Bush should realize that the great majority 
of Korean people remain friendly to the United States and the U.S. Forces 

in Korea which are seen as necessary to the peace and security of Northeast 
Asia. 
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the U.S. Vice President also said “the U.S. will try to build new relation- 
ships, such as the one we have with the Feople's Republic of China." 


Though he said the U.S. will not pursue this kind of diplomatic policy “at the 
expense of our long-standing friendships," it was suspected here that his 
remarks might signal the beginning of a U.S. effort to open a dialogue with 
North Korea and other countries. 


Bush's visit to Korea will help future cooperation between the two countries, 


but the unanswered questions remain to be clarified for the benefit of both 
nations.

[Text] On May 22 Korea and the United States will mark the centenary of the 
opening of their diplomatic relations, a conspicuous anniversary of the con- 
clusion of a treaty of friendship, commerce and navigation. 


Just about four weeks preceding that day, U.S. Vice President George Bush will 
be arriving here today to highlight the auspicious commemoration of the cen- 
tennial, for which various events and programs have been set in both countries. 


The occasion is certainly meaningful in that the United States has been the 
republic's closest ally and emerged in recent years as its biggest trade part- 
ner, to cite only a few aspects of wide-ranging bilateral relations built 

on the base of friendship and cooperation. Also to be cited is the histori- 
cal fact that the United States was the first Western power that opened the 
then hermit Kin dom of Korea. 


'n this respect, the U.S. Vice President and his party deserve a particularly 
varm and cordial welcome from us--he being the highest ranking leader of the 
present Washington administration to visit Korea, a trip which is said to be 
the first for him. 


During his three-day stay here, Mr Bush, carrying a personal letter from Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan, is scheduled to have meetings with President Chon Tu-hwan 
as well as his host, Prime Minister Yu Chang-sun, and deliver an address be- 
tore a full session of the National Assembly. 


On the eve of his tour, he accented in a press interview in Washington that 
the visit would be heavy on ceremony, adding that he would not be carrying 
novel proposals on any specific issues such as the mitigation of tension on 
the Korean peninsula. 


Cranted that the primary purpose of his coming is to commemorate the centennial, 
there is no denying that his visit will have enormous effects on the future 
development binational relations, if not on some pending problems including 
trade. 
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After all, a salient feature of Mr Bush's visit will be fact-finding and to 
get acquainted with the local situation as well as leaders, a trait which 
reportedly covers his wisits to four other countries on his current schedule 
--Japan, Singapore, Australia and New Zealand--which may possibly be extended 
to Communist China. 


The journey as a whole will be very helpful to the vice president in his role 
of contributing to the management and formulation of U.S. policies, both global 
and regional, the latter having special pertinence to his swing this time. 
Noteworthy is the prospect that Mr Bush, an outstanding politician with varied 
experience in public service, will be a strong challenger for the White House 
in future elections as he was in the 1980 primary campaign. 


in this connection, we sincerely hope that he will find his visit to Korea 
most meaningful--a country which is full of dynamism in its renewed nation 
building and in quest of further development, yet laden with formidable prob- 
lems arising from territorial division. 


On the day of his arrival, Mr Bush is to visit Korean and American military 
units guarding the armistice line against provocative North Korea. Such on- 
the-spot observation along with talks with Korean leaders should help deepen 
his understanding of the precarious security situation and his preception of 
--and for that matter the American approach to--a solution of the Korean 

question, which calls for closer collaboration between Seoul and Washington. 


Stepped-up cooperation in a full spectrum of socioeconomic fields and more- 
over further promotion of mutual friendship on a solid and equal footing 
are other important tasks facing the two nations, which are about to enter 
the second century of their relations. 


Kxpectations placed on Vice President Bush's visit here are thus great, and 


it is hoped that his stay here, though brief, will be both fruitful and en- 
joyable.

ASSEMBLY CALLS FOR STEPS TO DIVERSIFY RICE IMPORT

[Text] A National Assembly subcommittee yesterday called on the government 
to diversify sources of import for foreign rice, conduct market surveys in 

a rational way and improve the rice procurement policy. 

fhis was contained in a ten-point recommendation the subpanel of the economy- 
science committee adopted after a probe into the controversy involving the 


import of American rice. The subpanel was organized March 15. 


‘he subpanel endured stormy debates because of different views held by ruling 
and opposition party members over the adoption of a set of recommendations. 


The subcommittee said the government should express its regret over the con- 
troversy created both at home and abroad with regard to the rice import issue 
and assume an “appropriate” extent of responsibility. 

Concerning the rice procurement policy, the subpanel called for improving the 
bidding methods, making prior inspection of rice to be imported and imple- 
menting the "standard contract system" to protect the government's rights and 
privileges to the maximum degree. 

The tecommendation said further that: 


--The nation should be self-sufficient in the supply of staple grain. 


--The Government should work out a system under which the amount and price of 
rice to be bought from farmers each year receive National Assembly consent. 


--The %70,000 metric tons of rice (the nation is supposed to import) should 
be stockpiled in the country where it was bought or exported to third countries. 


--Stern measures should be taken against the arrogance of foreign rice dealers.

TRADE DEFICIT IMPROVES--The nation's trade deficit with its 10 major overseas 
trading partners improved to $1,323 million in the first quarter of this year 
from $2,087 million in the period last year, according to the latest govern- 
ment statistics. The statistics show commodity exports to the 10 countries 
totaled $3,228 million in the three months, up 10.1 percent from the comparable 
period last year and imports from them reduced 9.3 percent below the figure of 
the period a year earlier to $4,551 million. Among the 10 countries are the 
United States, Japan, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Canada and Indonesia. In its 
trade with Japan during that period, the statistics show the nation exported 
$808 million wroth of commodities and imported $1,256 million worth, thus 
reducing its deficit with Japan to $448 million from the $620 million regis- 
tered in the same period in 1981. Also, the trade deficit with the United 
States during that period was reduced to $39 million from the $59 million 
registered during the first quarter of 1981, the trade deficit with Saudi 
Arabia was reduced to $491 million from $1,025 million and that with Kwait 
was reduced to $247 million frou $466 million. In its trade with Indonesia 
and Canada, trade surplus that was enjoyed by Korea during the first quarter 
of 1981 was reversed to a trade deficit in 1982.
